MEET AT A RECEPTION. 


Minister Displays Anger Over Woman 
with Serpent’s Tongue.”

A half dozen of the mounted police 
came galloping «long Front street and 
charged into the crowd. They drove up on 
the sidewalk, smashed right and left with 
their hickory aticks, and gradually forced 
the mob back.

All 
trade unione affiliated with the central body 
will have delegates present to discuss the 
situation. It is said the labor leaders are not 
unanimous on the proposition to call out all 
organized labor. 


ONE KILLED IN STRIKE RIOT; 
ALIENS ARMING FOR BATTLE. 


Constabulary at South Bethlehem, Pa. 
Fires on Crowd in Streets—People 
Fear for Future. 


South Bethlehem, Pa., Feb. 26.—With one 
man dead from a bullet fired by à state po- 
licesnan, two others. suffering from pistol 
wounds, and with more than a dosen other- 
wise injured, South Bethlehem tonight is ap- 
prehensive of what next week has in store 
for it. 

The man killed today was Joseph Sambo, 
said to be one of the men on strike at the 
Bethlehem steel works, and it is declared 
dy the state police that his end was due more 
to accident than to design. He was on the 
edge of a crowd that was being dispersed 
by the troopers after the police had been 
showered with bricks “and other things by 
foreigners. The captain ordered his men to 
fire into the air, but one held his pistol too 
low. 
The shooting aroused an ugly feeling 
among the foreign element. The police say 
that every revolver on sale here and in Beth- 
jehem has been purchased by foreigners and 
that they have gone so far as to buy shears 
and fashion them into dirks for future use. 

A second detail of the state arrived 
here from Philadelphia this afternoon to as- 
gist those who came in the early morning. 
Besides these, the sheriff of Northampton 
county today swore in 100 deputies at Eas- 
tou, the county seat, and sent them here. 
The saloons are closed. 

Labor leaders who are organizing the 
strikers have appointed committees to urge 
the foreigners to refrain from attacking the 
police. These leaders were greatly elated 
today when the company found it necessary 
to keep its great plant closed. Superintend- 
ents of the company, on the other hand, de- 
clare that the shutdown was due to the way 
its loyal employés were handled while ee 
to and from their work yesterday. The com- 
pany expected to resume work Monday.

Line Owns No Stéamships. 

A systematic investigation of the line was 
made. Duverrier, it was found, had not been 
able to buy a ship of any wie yt much 
less dne of 5.000 tons, up to Feb. 1, when he 
called at the office of a prominent steamship 
brokerage firm in London and was accom- 
panied on a tour of inspection of ships in 
the market on that day. It is known, too, 
that he left for Paris that night without 
buying a ship. He sailed trom this side on 
Jan. 16. 

Marius Fanoni, the secretary of the 
company, also took leave of the line last 
Thursday, when he ie said to have sailed for 
Cherbourg. 

Duverrier, long before his departure, had 
established a passenger ageney of his line 
in a room onthe eighth floor of No. 21 State 
street. Fanoni was last seen in that office 
last Friday. In this office alone, it was dis- 
covered today, fully 7,000 worth of steam- 
ship tickets were sold. 

It ig not known that all of these tickets 
were sold at the cheap rate quoted, but it is 
known that 500 tickets were to be sold at 
that rate. The glowing circulars of the 
company, which mentioned the steamship’s 
Notre Dame de Lourdes and the Jeanne 
d' Are as the vessels of the line, so declared. . 

How many tickete have been sold through 
agents in various cities of the United States 
only can be conjectured at present. 


Agent Arrives; Exposes Deal. 

It was through the arrival in New York 
of one of these agents, Prof. Claude Michel- 
son, who is the head of a private school for

Specifications of the charges of incompe- 
tence, extravagance, and ineubordination 
against- Dwight H. Perkine, deposed school 
architect for the Chicago board of educe- 
tion, were sent yesterday te Dr, Alexander 
L Blackwood, chairman of the trial com- 
mittee by Alfred R. Urion, president of the 
board. They will be considered by the com- 
mittee at ite regular meeting tomorrow. 

President Urion win cite seven public 
school buildings as showing incompetence 
er extravagance in construction. Among 
them are the Lane Technical High school 
and the Lyman ‘Trumbull school. As soon 
as the trial ie under way President Urion 
win take the members of the committee, 
other menibers of the board who desire to 
investigate, and representatives of the press 
to the schools in question. It win be an all 
day journey by automobiles. 

As an instance of incompetence, the 
chargee will recite the case of a school bud - 
itig which was constructed in 1008. on which 
the roof is in as good condition as when first 
laid. In 1908. under Mr. Perkins’ régime, 
an assembly nan wae efided to the building,

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ATTACK ON ROOKERY LEASE 


Brundage Will Endeavor to Have 
Instrument Set Aside. 


SAYS ITT LOSES HEAVILY. 
Rent Received for Valuable Site In- 
sufficient to Pay Taxes. 


A legal fight to break.the lease for the site 
of the Rookery building, Adams and La Salle 
Streets. will be started dy Corporation Coun- 
sel E. J. Brundage, in behalf ofthe city, 
within. a few days. 

Mr. Brundage yesterday made the charge 
that the city, as owner of the property. would 
lose $11,000,000 unless the terms of the lease 
are revised. The lease was made in the ré- 
gime of Mayor Harrison, the elder, in 1885, 
to K. C. Waller. It calle for an annuai rent 
of $85,000 for ninety-nine years. The attack 
will de based on the ground that the counoil 
had no legal right to make such e contract 
without incorporating a revaluation clause. 

The site on which the Rookery building 
stands formerly was occupled by the city 
ball. It is 176 by 178 feet. Under the terms 
of the lease the lessee is exempted from pay- 
ing taxes. 

Comparison with Other Leases. 

‘he Continental National bank, which 18 
directly across the street, pays §2:02 a square 
foot rent with taxes. The rate for the prop- 
erty on which the Woman's temple stands is 
$2.10 per square foot, with taxes.. The Corn 
Exchange National bank, diagonally across 
the street from the Rookery, brings $3.50 per 
square foot, lessee to pay the taxes. 

Mr. Brundage pointed out that a bid made 
for the property by Charles Henrotin was not 
only a better one from the standpoint of the 
city but it carried a revaluation clause. Mr. 
Henrotin’s offer, he said, was ignored. 

„The Rookery leasehold is a flagrant mis- 
use of public property, Mr. Brundage said, 
„The rent does not pay the taxes, and the 
| eity in the next seventy-five years under its 
terms will lose money by owning the fee te 
this valuable site.” 


Will Begin Suit This Week.

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‘ASKS CURB ON CORPORATIONS 
Federal Control Urged by Presi- 
dent of Bar Association. 


SPEAKS AT BANKERS’ CLUB. 


Points to the Value of National Regu- 
lation of Curreney. 


— 


The inabillty of the separate states to re- 
strict the growing power of. corporations was 
urged as a reason for their control by the 
federal government last night by former 
President F. W. Lehmann of the American 
Bar association, who addressed the Bankers’ 
club of Chicago. 

He pointed to the benefits of the national 
banking law ase a sample of what could be 
expected from government contro! of indus- 
trial combinationa. 

Those who remember the farce of a state 
currency would not return te that form of 
banking for anything in the world,“ he said, 
and for that reason I think I can point to 
you and your institutions as the present liv- 
ing witnesses that the national government, 
representing all the people, is the best re- 
pository of all artificial powers and the surest 
conservator of all natural rights. 


Cites Control of Banks 


Tou surely cannot fear that the same 
law and control which came as a blessing to 
the bank will fall as a blight om the fac- 
tory.” e 
Mr. Lehmann attributed many or the cor. 
poration evils to the eagerness with which 
some of the states compete for the revenue 
that goes with granting the titles. 

We find some of the states fairly running 
over each other in their efforts to gain the 
revenue that corporations are willing to give 
them for a tithe with which to carry on their 
business,” he said. “Some of the states 
have bargain days, and the competition be- 
tween some of them is so keen it fs little won- 
der that we find many corporations with loose 
titles, or with powers greater than was 
dreamed of by those who gave them their 
right to exist. 


Says States Lack Power. 


The abuse of corporation power and et- 

forts to remedy it are as old, as the institu- 
tion of law itself. At the time the constitu. 
tion of the United States was adopted there 
were but six corporations in the country, and 
now there are over 400,000, or one for éach 225 
of our population. So great has their num- 
ber become, and so vast their opportunities 
for evil, that the states no longer are able 
to cope with them. 
„The constitution does not in terms au- 
thorize the existence of corporations, put 
under, the clause giving the central govern- 
ment power to regulate commerce with for- 
eign nations and between the seve al states 
there is little doubt that the government has 
the power to restrict and modify their opera- 
tions. 


Need of Federal Restriction. 


“A etate can prevent a corporation from 
doing business within ite boundaries but it 
cannot prevent the corporation from dealing 
with the people that live there. For that 
reason alone the function of supervising the 
operations of these combinations properly 
Belong to the larger power of the tederal 
government. 

“ Had a national law like that now pro- 

posed been in force Afteen years ago, many 
of the combinations now in existence would 
not have been formed. The requiterient ‘of 
honest capitalization alone would have pre- 
vented them. It is argued that the tendency 

to the ineréase of capital under one control 
2 the result of economic causes with which 
the law should not interfere. * 

„ Boonomie causes, however, are not the 
only. ones that have been effective for con- 
solidation. There ig an ultimate investor to 
be taken into account. He represents an in- 
creasingly. numerous class of the community, 
and is not a promoter, manager, nor even an 
underwriter, and gets into the corporation 
through — 1 market. He is the real 
‘capitalist in the enterprise. The investor 
cannot examine the books, but must jeave 
that for some others fo do, and for this 
reason he needs protection more than any 

one else,

Mrs. Vaughn 
testified at the coroner’s inquest her husband 
took quinine in a paper capsule as soon as 
he arrived home. 

The January grand jury was dismissed 
without returning, a report on the death. 
A coroner's jury began an inquest at Mon- 
roe City later. and after an investigation 
no verdict was returned. The body was 
exhumed; however, after several days’ con- 
sultation with attorneys representing the 
Proctor family. The latter opposed the ex- 
humation, which was urged: by Prof. 
Vaughn's brothers, backed by Prosecuting 
Attorney Reiger. 

The organs were forwarded to Dr. Paul 
Schweitzer, chemist at the Missouri State 
university, - He reported finding forty-nine- 
fifty-fifths of a grain of strychnine in the 
stomach and liver. The amount of poison in 
other parts of the viscers has not been de- 
termined.

Sought Combination of Poisons. 

The symptome displayed by Col. Swope on 
the day of his death were those of strych- 
nine for a time. Then the convulsions ceased 
and there came instead a condition of coma, 
which continued until death. The usual time 
for strychnine to produce death is from 
thirty minutes to two hours, In the cases 
of Col. Swope and Chrisman Swope death 
did. not come in anything néar that .ength of 
time. 

Dr. Haines, Dr. Hektoen, and Dr. Vaughan 
have had many years experience in the action 
of poisons, and therefore when strychnine 
was found in the visceras examined they 
thought of the unusual symptoms displayed 
and did some deducting. The result was 
they searched further, seeking a probable 
combination of polsons, and according to 
indications they found what they sought. 

Although it has not been learned just what 
ather poison has been found, toxicological 
properties of atropine correspond with those 
that.might have been sought. Atropine de- 


presses the cerebro-spinal nervous system 


and stimulates the sympatheticsystem. The 


"pupils of the eyes are dilated; the blood pres- 


sure, the force and frequency of heart action 
are increased, and respiration is deepened. 
There is delirium, a rapid pulse, a dry throat, 


Husted skin, dtlated pupils, and an impaired 


yision, verging into come, a slow and shal- 
low respiration, and finally death from car- 
diac or respiratory paralysis. 

Change in Symptoms Before Death. 

Col. Swope. became ill with violent convul- 
sions that indicated strychnine. s eyes 
became fixed on a window in the west part 
of the room in which his bed was, and then 
suddenly were turned te the ceiling as the 
neck arched, indicating another symptom of 
strychnine poisoning. There was a slight 
mucous discharge from the mouth, still 
another indication of strychnine, and the 
racking convulsione which indicated the 
poison. 

Then gradually the symptoms changed. A 
delirium came. And then again there came 
a change in the symptoms. Instead of con- 
vulsions and delirium there came a relſef, a 
state of coma, and finally a comparatively 
easy death. 

Centradicts “Yarb” Man. 

Contradictory to the statement of Chessing 
Hatred Chase Jordan, the colored yard 
man who administered to the Swope family, 
J. M. Tutt, formerly, a salesman for a man- 
ufacturing chemist of Kalamazoo, Mich., 
testified today that Jordan at one time had 
medicine in his office which contained poison. 

Tutt said while giving his deposition in Dr. 
B. C. Hyde’s slander sult that last July 8 he 
sold Jordan 5,000 tablets containing among 
other ingredients three grains of acetanalide 
each and 5,000 pilis, each of which contained 
one-eightieth of a grain of strychnine. 

In giving his deposition in the suit re- 
cently, Jordan became indignant when asked 
if his medicines contained any poisons. He 
said he compounded: them from roots and 
herbs gathered in this vicinity and imported 
from foreign countries. Asked how he knew 
whether they were poisonous, he replied: 

„1 taste them myself, and if they don't 
hurt me, they certainly won't injure my 

jients.’’

Provision should be made — 
sudden fluctuations in the personnel, how- 
ever. 


Need for 3,000 Officers. 

With 1,200,000 tons of ships as now author- 
ized, the ultimate personnel would reach 
3,000 line officers and midshipmen and 60,000 
enlisted men. The officers as now would be 
drawn from the Naval academy with addi- 
tions from the ranks. 

A reorganization of the retirement scheme 
would fix the rate of pay of retired officers on 
their time.of service. The president believes 
too many officers. reach the rank of senior 
rear admiral and retire without adequate re- 
turn to the government. A sliding scale of 
retirement pay according to the years of 
service would be arranged. 

During the next eleven years, if the pro- 
posed measure becomes a law, there will be 
about 138 retirements from ordinary causes, 
against 304 during the last eleven years, with 
a cost of one-fourth of the latter. 

In urging the need of the proposed legisia- 
tion that the younger officers may be eligible 
tor promotion and become qualified to com-

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NICARAGUAN CAPITAL HEARS 
bf FIGHTING IN PROGRESS. 


Government Uncertain as to the Where- 
abouts of Mena and Chamorro, but 
Confident of Power to Crush Rebels.

MANAGUA, ‘Micaragua, Feb. 26.—More 
fighting is in progress, but the reports re- 
ceived here are indefinite. The government 
does not know om whick side of the Tipitapa 
river Chamorro is with his Insurgent army, 
but is confident he has but few men. There 
piso is uncertainty at the capital regarding 
the whereabouts of Gen. Mena’s army. 

An official denial is made of persistent 
rumors that 800 of his men have rejoined 
Chamorro at a rendezvous east of the Tipi- 
tapa river and that Chamorro has united his 
army with that of Mena, making a combined 
foree of 1,400 Insurgents. 

The government is confident of its ability 
to crush any force the insurgents may: gather

Speech of Redmond Enthuses: 

The speech of Redmond, though it did not 
spare the government, and especially did not 
spare Asquith, was received with enthusiasm 
not only on the Irish but on the Radical 
benches. 

While Asquith spoke all through amid freéz- 
ing silence by his own party, Redmond was 
cheered throughout from the Radical benches. 

It thus became at once apparent that Red- 
mond was the spokestnan of the Radical and 
even the moderate sections of the Literal 
party. more than Asquith, and the position 
of Asquith became forlorn, 

This forlornness became even more pro- 
nounced on the second day ot the sitting of 
pariiamen. Man after man arose from the 
LAberal benches to denounce Asquith, and 
some speeches were much more radical then 
Redmond 's. 

Two Liberal Factions Dispute. 

At once it became evident that Asquith’s 
eply chance to escape from defeat wes the 
adoption of Redmond’s policy of the veto rat 
and before any other business.

When Alexander 1. e Paris at the head of the 
allied forces, after the battle of Leipsic, in 1814, his 
first care was to place himself in communication with 
Empress Josephine, whom he knew to be in straitened 
circumstances, and to offer her a suitable sum of money 
in return for the art treasures with which her home at 
Malmaisen was then filled. He also had a number of 
his agents engaged, without an instant’s delay, in pur- 
chasing, at ridiculously low prices, all the most famous 
paintings whi the victorious marshals and generals of 
Napoleon had brought back from Germany, Italy, Aus- 
tria, Spain, Portugal, and from the Netherlands, in the 
shape of plunder. The generals, fearing that they would 
under any circumstances be compelled to disgorge their 
treasures, the loot of natione} museums, of churches, 
convents, cathedrals, and public and private galleries, 
were only too glad to get some money in return for the | 
surrender, and in this way Alexander may be said to 
have acquired for the Hermitage what was undoubtedly 
the pick of all the masterpieces of pictorial art that had 
been carried off to Paris as plunder during the Na- 
poleonic era. 

In order to convey an idea of the richness of the 
Hermitege, I would mention that it has no less than 
twenty-two of the finest Murilles in existence, three of 
the best Leonardo da Vincis, and the six best Raphaels 
known. Vandyke is represented by thirty-two paint- 
ings and Rubens by no less than, fifty. Nicholas I., 
Alexander II. and III., and now Nicholas II. have all 
followed in the footsteps of Catherine the Great and 
Alexander I., that is to say, purchasing, regardless of 
cost, the finest masterpieces that come on to the market, 
and to Nicholas I. belongs the credit of having recon- 
structed the Hermitage palace in such a magnificent 
fashion, that it would be worth traveling all across the 
world to see, even if there were not a single painting 
on its walls or a bit of statuary in its galleries. The 
metal work is of extraordinary beauty and richness, 
while the lapis lazulimalachite, and those other semi- 
precious stones of Russia have been used with the 
most artistic profusion, especially the agate, which is 
worked and carved in an altogether exquisite manner.

It is one of the many anomolies of English court life 
that the principal duties of the king’s watermen are on 
land, and, arrayed in their long, full bottomed coats of 
royal scarlet, with peaked caps of black velvet, similar 
to those of huntsmen, with the royal arms embroidered 
in gold on their breast, blue knee breeches, and white 
stockings, they figure in many state functions, such as, 
for instance in last Monday’s procession of the king 
and queen from Buckingham palace to Westminster, for 
the purpose of opening parliament. Two of them, car-' 
rying maces of. office, together with the barger master, 
who wears a scarlet, gold embroidered tail coat, and a 
cocked hat, are in espectal attendance on the crown, 
and are assigned to the guardianship of this emblem 


‘ham palace until its return from Westminster. It is 
conveyed in a special carriage from the palace to the 
house of lords, and is carried on a cushion before the 
king and queen, by one of the great dignitaries of-state, 
in the cortege from the royal robing room to the house 
of lords. Just why the barge master ahd a couple of 
watermen should be assigned to the duty of looking 
after the crown is unknown, the origin of thie aacient 
pragtice having long since been forgotten. 

The only other work which the royal barge master 
and his thirty watermen have to do, is to be in attend- 
ance at the picnic which the king gives every year to 
the members of the royal family and his immediate 
friends, on tHe Saturday, of Ascot week, at Virginia 
water, in the great park at Windsor. to be ready te row 
about any of the party who wish to go boating or fish- 
ing. They have been in attendance for similar duty 
whenever the king or the late Queen Victoria have given 
garden parties at Buckingham palace, where there is a 
large sheet of water in the gardens.

The pay is not large: in fact, it does not exceed 3100 
@ year. But the office carries with it quite a number 
of prerogatives and perquisites, in addition to which, the 
uniform is furnished free of cost. The watermen have 
all to be men who have been admitted to “freedom of 
the river,” and who have served their apprenticeship 
to one of the recognized firms on the Thames. 

The barge master, of course, receives much larger 
pay, and has charge of King Edward's state barge, which 
was built in 1686, for William III., of British oak, lav- 
ishly gilded and decorated, by Salter & Co. of Ox- 
ford, firm still in existence; and it is as sound 
today as when first launched. William III., 
made his principal home at Hampton Court palace, fre- 
quently used the barge on his visits to London and to 
Windsor. The last occasion on which King Edward 
used it was willen he paid a state visit to Eton college, 
with the queen and the prince and princess of Wales, 
on the occasion of the famous old school’s “fourth of 
June” celebration, about four years ago.

In makng a study of the ‘world’s work and play today, whether 
the movement be designated educational, industrial, moral, or religious, 
one of the crying needs recognized by every one is proper provision for 
the natural forces of our human lives to express themselves. 

We find this one of the serious problems which highly civilizei 
conditions and crowded cities have brought ue. As a people and as 
individuals it is conceded by all educators that we find many of the 
unfortunate phases of life responsible for lower standards of living, 
due indirectly if not directly to misdirected energy. In a crowded 
city particularly there seems little opportunity for life to unfold in a 
natural manner. The gymnasium is one of the important doors which 
has opened, providing proper development, adjustment, and expres- 
sion of the threefold nature of a young woman’s life. 

This so-called physical work has peculiar possibilities, because it 
touches, as it were, the “live wires” of every existence. 

We are all human beings with a marvelous house, our body, in 
which the real self dwells, and many times there are conflicts, striv-

I have talked with a good many successful men who are now gray 
of hair and beard, and whose step hasn't the springiness of middle lite.

She neglects some normally observed impressions and fixes atten- 
tion upon others which she thinks are of greater practical value, like 
impressions of sight and hearing.

It would seem that adjustment of the instrument of expression and 
removal of friction between forces is necessary if health, peace, and 
harmony are to reign, and this the gymnastic work proposes to do, and 
can do if properly handled. . 

„The problems of human life are the most absorbingly interesting 
of all problems and these are far more similar in all walks of life than 
we at first realize. 

Because the gymnastic work touches these problems in a peculiar 
and subtle fashion, because it gives these natures of ours a chance for 
activity and expression of pent up energy and acts as a sort of safety 
valve, as it were, these are some of the reasons that we would offer 
in the argument that the work of physical education can and does 
reach the lives of young women, first appealing to the human instincts 
and natural cravings for activity, and this desire gratified in a per- 
fectly legitimate channel, the deeper forces of life are touched and 
respond to higher ideals, aroused ambitions, and a desire for larger 
usefulness and increasing service to others, 

In its results then it givés us desirable ends in themselves to be 
attained such as health, vigor, and poise, and, at the same time, serves 
as a means to an end, which is the ultimate direction of woman's 
power, a force which is being felt in the world today as never before. 

The woman of the future ‘is to be a woman of action, whether in 
the home or outside. Health must become a part of her stock in trade; 
no less will judgment and unprejudiced consideration tend toward suc

HE mind of civilized man intuitively 
revolts against ‘wanton and unneces- 
sary acts of cruelty to living sentient 
beings. In nearly all states and pro- 
gressive counties lawe have been 


enacted restraining and punishing persons 


who may be guilty of cruelty to children 
and dumb brutes and in most communities 
special societies are charged with the en- 
forcement of these laws. 

In all such cases the law is simple and 
specific, but the question as to what con- 
stitutes cruelty and neglect is a question 
of fact about which there is often a wide 
and varied difference of opinion among the 
laity and even among specialists, some- 
times resulting from differences of emo- 


tion and education, but more frequently on 


account of a misunderstanding of the facts 
involved, * 

It is easy to say that common sense 
ought to be the guiding principle in thie,

but experience has proven this to be too 
elastic a term to be. used successfully in 
defining what is and what is not an act of 
cruelty. That must be determined in each

for expert veterinary examination, as the 
animal cannot explaln to what extent it is 
or is not suffering. 

In case of any doubt such doubt should 
be resolved,in favor of the animal, and not 
in favor of the owner. However, if it is 
clear that there is no buffering, it would 
be an injustice to deprive the owner of 
the reasonable use of his property, and 
any interference with his rights, even by 
well meaning people, is an unwarranted 
act not euthorized by law. Therefore, it 
is always desirable to report such cases to 
the proper organizations for investigation 
in order that right action be taken. Where 
this is not done parties are acting at their 
peril, and the fact that they are members 


of an anti-cruelty society will be of no 


avail in a laweuit for damages. 
2 

Again, doro are cases of hardship in 
which horses may be worked to their full 
capacity and under circumstances that may 
and should elicit the righteous indignation 
ot sympathetic people, and yet the owners 
of these animals may not be amenable to 
the law for cruelty because every person 
is given a certain amount of latitude In 
the use of his property, provided he does 
pot overstep the bounds of decency. This, 
however, does not prevent the anti-cruelty 
society from using such persuasive meas- 
ures as may bring the thoughtless owner 
to a better appreciation of the moral obli- 
/ esting upon him. Oftentimes such 


measures are more effective than prosecu- 
tions would be, and all such cases should 
be promptly reported. 

On the other hand, there are large num- 
bers of instances of daily occurrence in 
which drivers and owners are inflicting un- 
necessary hardship and even cruelty upon 
their animals. Such atts are mostly the 
result of ignorance or thoughtlessness and 
should be stopped by persuasion if possi- 
ble; by prosecution if necessary. The mat- 
ter of neglecting to blanket a horse in cold 
weather or driving him smooth shod on 
icy pavements, or compelling him to wear 
an Ill fitting harness with wires projecting 
into his sides, and loose blinders flopping » 


into his eyes, are conditions that should 


not be permitted to continue unabated, to 
say nothing of unnecessary beating and 
jerking. 


— 

It should be remembered that compul-— 

sion can be exercised only where legal 

enactments are violated. Where a moral or 

ethicel question is invoived persuasion 
alone can be resorted to. While we 

differ on many ethical questions rein 


to cruelty, such as vivisection, all right 
thinking people will agree that this prac- 
tice should be regulated and that all un- 
necessary acts of cruelty and neglect im- 
posed on dumb creatures are inexcusable 
and should not be permitted to continte, 
Constant vigilance on the part of the pub- 
lic in reporting these cases to the proper 
authorities is the most effective method 
of . with the problem.

That which is new le not of necessity an 
improvement of that which has gone before. 
It is not said that Debussy In his symphonic 
poem Le Mer or in his opera “ Pelleas 
et Mellsande has written music that has 
surpassed the eloquence and the nobility of 
Beethoven or Cesar Franck. They gave 
voice to every experience of the human 
heart and lifted all that their genius touched 
to @ dignity and a nobility that will not be 
surpassed until man’s whole perception of 
what is good and true and beautiful has 
changed and it is generally admitted that 
the quality of man's mind changes with im- 
meaesurabie slowness, if at all. 

This mental inflexibility which is our herit- 
age, is, however, not incompatible with the 
expression of our concepts of beauty in new 


forms. As to the essential value of such 


change as Debussy is now exemplifying it, 
it is not possible now to Speak with authority. 
But the mere effort to find other means of 
expression than those that have become 
trite and hackneyed is an advance. There- 
fore it is the duty of every serious lover of 
muste to Usten to Debussy with an open 
mind.

The history of Judge Payne’s Reynolds is 
quite romantic.

Henry Imlae, who brought the picture to 
Canada, where he lived many ye ieee 
granddaughter: married a dentist :

The picture was sent to 
this brother for sale, and Judge Payne bought 
it, probably its first purchaser since it left 
the artist's hands.

It descended to the ar- 
tist’s daughter, who. married an Episcopal 
rector at Culj Courthouse, Judge 
Payne bought the portrait from their son.

ZIRBIES TAKES THE TRAIL. 


Collecting Valuable Data in South for 
1910 Glidden Tourists.

„Many important changes have been made 
in the competition rules for 1910 and 1 
think all of them will work out for the good 
of the game,“ said David Beecroft, president 
of the Chicago Motor club and member of 
the contest board of the American Automo- 
bile association which drafted the new regu- 
lations made public last week. 

Not the least important is the definition 
of a stock car and the efforts that have been 
made to insure the competition of this class 
only by requiring a manufacturer to make a 
certain per cent of his total output the model 
which he ig racing. For instance, if a maker 
turns out 10,000 cars in a season, 400 of 
these will have to be of the model in com- 
petition. This will make it certain that a 
Bpecial built car is not masquerading as a 
stock preposition. 

“Besides this the piston displacement 
classification of 1908 has been continued, but 
to make it more equitable 100 pounds has 
been cut from the minimum weight of each 
lass. Price classification will prevail in 
touring contests like the Glidden and the 
Chicago Motor club reliability. 

Pilots Must Be Registered. 

“As for the men who drive, the new rules 
call for a registration of each driver, which 
must be made annually with the contest 
board. The amateur line has been more care- 
fully drawn and how an amateur is one who 
is not actively: engaged in the automobile or 
accessory business, nor can he drive the car 
of one who's so.engaged. Amateurs aiso 
must register with one contest board and 
we will endeavor to see that there 18 some 
meaning to the word ‘amateur’ hereafter. 

“ We' will not grant a sanotion for a track 
meeting of longer than three days’ duration 
and no records will be allowed on tracks 
less than half a mile in cifcumference. The 
referee also has the power to bar a driver 
in case he thinks that driver is not physical- 
‘ly. fit for a contest. In long distance races, 
too, care will be exercised to see that a 
driver does not over exert himself. Pilots 
must be changed ever three hours and the 
driver relieved. Before he can return to the 
track he must have rested at least an hour.“ 


Zirbies to Bring Data. 

When Frank Zirbies reaches Chicago after 
having driven over the proposed Gliddeu 
tour route for 1910 officials of the American 
Automobile association will be provided with 
valuable data and will have information as 
to the roads and the highways in the sou:k- 
west that is essential to the proper routing 
of the big contest. When the trail was tenta- 
tively. announced 4 little while back there 
was some doubt as to the possibility of get- 
ting through certain sections, but Zirbies’ 
trip will clear all this up. If he can go 
through at this time of the year it is a cer- 
tainty that the Gliddenites can go the route 
in midsummer.

This proposition may be demonstrated by 
any one with the aid of a bicycle. Push its 
front wheel up against a house wall. Make 
a chalk mark on the lowest part of the 
wheel and on the ground immediately be- 
neaih it. Back the machine a little from the 
wall, and when the wheel shall have moved 
an inch the marked spot will not appear to 
have moved at all. As the machine is slowly 
backed farther the first visible movement 
of the bottom of the wheel is upward from 
the ground, while it is impossible to see that 
the marked spot has backed from the wall 
to the smallest extent. 

This means that all wheels, traveling at 
any speed, have a part—the pari in immediate 
contact with the ground—which has no move- 
ment at all. 

But the wheel of a railway car has a flange, 
a portion which juts down below the wheel's 
point of contact on the rail. That point of 
contact then ‘becomes a center; the whole 
wheel passes forward above it, while the 
flange beneath it passes under it, ‘going back- 
ward. That is the part of the wheel that 
travels in the contrary direction. And by a 
simple mathematical formula its rate of 
speed is calculable at about one-sixth of the 
speed of the axle of ihe wheel, which repre- 
sents the forward rate of travel. So that on 
every express train ing at the rate 
of sixty miles an hour toward New York 
there's @ portion that is traveling toward 
Chicago its humble ten.

Now, the average man has nothing to do 
with crime. He does not commit crime and 
is only rarely made the subject of crime. 
Hence it follows that the average man is little 
interested in politics. We urge him to attend 
the primaries, to vote, and to take part in the 
canvass, but he remains indifferent. Publio 
men tell us that this indifference to politics 
ia a menace to the country’s welfare. 

But we are not interested in politics for 
the simple reason that politics has little to 
do with us. We are neither criminals nor 
criminal catchers. We are busy making a 
living. Consequently we will be interested in 
politics just as soon as it has to do with our 
living, and not before. 

Now, the real government is not at all 
in the hands of public officials, whom we 
elect, but in the hands of the men of wealth, 
whom we do not elect.

Capitalists the Real Governors. 


It is the man with capital who actually 
governs us; it is he who says where we shall 


work, how much we shall get, on what scale 


we shal! live, how our family shall dress, be 
fed, and be educated. This is the real thing. 

The wealth-officer, however, is chosen to 
Office just as political officers used to be 500 
years ago. The lords and barons of the feu- 
dal ages got their place in two ways: First, 
by birth; second, by force. That is, the lord 
of the county, or the duke, was such either 
because he was his father’s son or because he 
etarted out with a company of his retainers 
and fought and conquered the province. 

And those are the ways wealth-lords come 
into their power today. They either are born 
heirs to millions. as the son of an Astor or a 
Gould or a Field; or they go forth and annex 
their millions, as did Rockefeller or Harri- 
man; that is, by force; not force of arms bu 
by force none the less. 

The problem of government will never be 
solved until we elect our millionaires, as we 
now elect our governors of states. 

But how can this be possible? 

It can only be done by the state taking over 
the great wealth-units to itself. Then when 
we elect a president it will be not to punish 

crime alone (a small part of real govern- 
ment) but also to administer the business af- 
fairs of the nr:

Railroad Yard 


in a Mountain. 
By L. B. ROWLAND. 


RAILROAD yard with switching 

tracks aggregating nearly a mile is 

being cut out of the heart of a mount- 

ain at Mullan, Idaho, in the Cour 

d' Alene lead and silver mining district. 

A huge chamber, 200 feet long and 36 feet 

wide is being carved from solid rock two 

miles from the surface, in which will be laid 
rails and switches for handling ore. 

The mine is one of four great producers 

of lead and silver in the Cœur d’Alénes. 

It has been developed by means of a two 


mile tunnel through which the ore is carried 


to the surface at the level of the Northern 
Pacific railroad. In the last 20 years the 
ore above the long tunnel has been dug away 
in galleries that leave supporting walls and 
that are filled in with the waste rock. 

Now the company has undertaken to de- 
velop to greater depth, and to reach the 
lower levels is sinking a shaft from the inner 
end of the tunnel. A oo, N grea 
shaft—a ndicular hole in which four 
separate — work—is being dug. The 
hoisting machinery will allow a depth of 
2,600 feet. 

At the head of this shaft is the great room 
carved out of the mountain. At one end 
will be a rock walled ore bin fifty feet high 
into which the hoisting “buckets” will 
dump their contents and from which the 
ore cars for the surface will be loaded. 

The ore cars that run through the tunnels 
and in the switching yard are trolley cars, 
squat, long boxes with a long trolley arm. 
The hoisting apparatus is driven by electric 
power from the falls the Spokane river 
140 miles away, although an auxiliary steam 
plant ig installed to provide against a failure 
of the électric current. The buckets in which 
the ore is brought from the lower levels 
to the surface level are boxes scarcely 
smaller than the ordinary elevator cage in 
a big office building.

Work out frem your experience the best and 
quickest way possible of doing a thing; prac- 
tice it, never repeat a slipshod or time wast- 
ing method, and you will soon have a habit 
which will accomplish great results for you 
in excellence, with a minimum of mental 
strein. Each good habit cultivated until it 
has become mechanical is a mighty tool to 
your hand for excellence. Such habits enable 
you to do with ease and absolute sureness of 
yourself work which wil) place you far above 
those with whom it fe still largely a matter of 
chance whether any piece of work will be 
done well or indifferently.

and to hold your hande in such a position as 
to strike a sure, clean cut blow, that it would 
actually require an effort to do them other- 
wise than right.

pline for every man and woman, That em- 
ployers see the value of teaching young peo- 
ple how to save is shown by the number of 
banks they have established for the benefit 
of their employés. In some instances these 
banks are formed by the employée themr 
selves, they receiving all the profite on the 
number of shares they buy, in other places 
the houses control the banks and pay 3 per 
cent interest. 

I grant that the temptation of buying an 
extra hat or a new sult instead of making the 
one from last season do is often hard at first, 
but this practice soon becomes habit. If a 
girl has not enough will power to do this she 
can buy a small savings bank and here de- 
posit her weekly sum until she has enough 
to deposit in a bank. I know many women 
who have comfortable bank accounts and 
even good investments which they have ac- 
cumulated with 10 and 25 cent pieces.

NVENTIVE genius sometimes is looked 
for in odd and unheard of places. 

Uncle Sam and the railroads recently 
found some of it in an obscure place down 
on the Kentucky river and it is now being 

tested in Chicago. 

For years the fastest mall trains have been 
catching mail sacks on the fly from cranes 
standing on the right of way. Sacks to be 
delivered from the same train have been 
threwn off by the clerks and this act in in- 
stances has caused fearful loss not only of 
the mails, but of human life. The flying 
train would pull the sacks under the wheels 
which would cut them to pieces and the train 
itself has been thrown from the ralls.

Lap robes have a disagreeable habit of 
slipping off to the ground, and in cases where 
the occupant of the carriage or sleigh has 
occasion to leave the vehicle frequently the 
time required to arrange this robe is consid- 
erable.

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Comparisons of Nutritive 


By ISAAC MOTES. 


In these days of high priced 1 
other foods it is comforting to know that 
there are some low priced foods more nutri- 
tious than meat, and which yield about the 
game proportion of nourishment to brain, 
done, muscle, and fat cells. A careful study 
of the list of foods given above will enable 
the reader to select a dietary as strengthen- 
ing as meat, and better in some respects, for 
some classes of workers, and at less cost 


than sirloin of beef or leg of mutton or veal. 


It also shows that some of the foods listed 
constitute a balanced ration and a perfect 
food, for by combining two or more cheap 
foods a balanced dietary results which is 
a good deal more nutritious than meat. 


By studying this table you will be enabled 


to select a dietary suited for your occupa- 
tion and the atmosphere in which you work.

For a simple, more inexpensive lemon jelly 
mixture try Norwegian jelly. Pick over, 
wash, and soak one-half pound of prunes 
in two cupfuls of cold water for over night 
or several hou Cook in the same water 
until soft; remove the Stones and cut the 
prunes in quarters. To the prane water add 
enough boiling water to make two cupfuls. 
Soak two and one-half tablespoonfuls of 
granulated gelatin in one-half cupful ot 


cold water, dissolve in the hot liquid, add one | 


cupful of sugar and one-fourth of a cupful 
of lemon juice. Strain, add the prunes, 
mold, and chill. Stir twice while cooling to 


prevent the prunes from settling. Remove 


from the mold and serve with powdered sugar 
and thin cream. . 

A lemon cream sherbert is quickly made. 
To one and one-half cupfuls of sugar add the 
juice of three lemons. Pour on gradually 
two cupfuls of mitk, then add two cupfuls of 
thin cream. Freeze, using three parts finely 
crushed ice to one part rock salt. Always 
remember to have the can not more than two- 
thirds full of the mixture. to de frozen and 
turh.-the crank slowly to insure a smooth, 
fine grained cream.

Good Recipe for Lemon Pie. i 

Almost everybody has ber pet recipe for 
lemon pie with meringue, but here is a recipe 
which does not require a meringue and which 
is acceptable for every-day home use. Mix 
one cupfu) of sugar and three tablespoonfuls 
of flour; then add three tablespoonfuls of 
lemon juice, the yolks of two eggs slightly 
beaten, one cupful of milk, one tablespoonful 
of melted butter, and a few grains of salt. 
When thoroughly mixed add the whites of 
two eggs beaten until stiff and bake in one 
crust. 

A Newport cake has a lemon filling as well 
as a lemon frosting. One may omit the 
frosting if she feeis so inclined, when the 
cake mixture may be baked in pie tins. and 
served as a pie. For the cake mixture, cream 
one-fourth of a cupful of butter and edd 
gradually, while beating constantly, one 
cupful ef sugar; then add two eggs well 
beaten. Mix and sift one end two-thirds 
cupfuls of pastry flour (once sifted) with 
two and one-half teaspoonfule of baking 
powder (remember, level measurements), 
and add alternately with one-half cupful of 
milk to the first mixture. Beat vigorously 
and bake in pans greased with clarified but- 
ter and then floured. 

For the lemon filing mix one cupful of 
sugar, two and one-half tablespoonfuls of 
fiour, the grated rind of two lemons, one- 
fourth of a cupful of lemon juice, and one 
egg slightly beaten. Put one teaspoonful of 
butter in a small sauce pan; when melted 


add the mixture and stir constartly until 


the boiling point is reached. Care must be 
taken that the mixture does not adhere to 
the bottom of the sauce pan. Cool slightly 
before spreading

The entire 
business cOmminity approved of and showed its ‘implicit 
faith in the soundness of the judgment which prompted 
the éledring house to adopt & measure which not only 
was of vital interest to the entire west but which also

The unanimity With. which the movement was ap- 
proved, its Swift execution, and its brief, severe, but 
eminently satisfactery test, will always remaima pecul- 
iarly brilliant tet light” inoident in the history of 
the assoviation. 

These dlearing house cliecks—the peeved easterners 


spoke of, them as “Chicago nerve checks —were pre- 
pared in denominations of $1, $2, $6, and 10. Tue total 
issue ready for imimediaté use amidunted to $13,873,000. 
Ot this amount only $7,600,800 was actually in circula- 
tion. 

These checks—only so in name, since they passed and 
were accepted as regular curréncy—made their initial 
appearance Nov. 14, 19807: They Became popular at ante 
and did not tarry long enough to wear out their wel- 
come, they and their engagement being canceléd Dec. 
19, 1907, after which Gate no more were issued. It ts 
Supposed that the larger share of the checks not yet 
presented for redeription, about $9,400, are being pre- 
served as souvenirs or were lost. 

They werte accepted without hesitancy in payment for 
all sorts of commodtties by everybody except the fed- 
fal alithorities. Their citculation, whilé intended to Dé 
confined to Chicago only, reached into both the eastern 
and western states, and still farther, for Manager Street 
says he has received a number for redemption from 
Europe. 

A bank must have a paid-in capital of at least $500,- 
000 to become an active member of the clearing house. 
Such a membership if an asset in itself, since, aside

GIRL startedsout to discover whether or 
not the American people were really 
charitable. She was an investigator 
tried and true, with none of the squeam- 
ishness or supersensitiveness of the 


novice. 

With true reportorial spirit when peo- 
ple rebuffed her, she politely overlooked 
‘fact and remained with them until the desired in- 
tion was extracted, whereupon she departed with 
a. ness which might have suggested to some that 
she not sought their company for the sake of their 
own personal charms. And later when she foregathered 
with her own social circle she usually gave a résumé 
of a high degree ‘of accuracy of those on whom she 
had operated with respect to their dispositions, their 

sincerity, their social standing. 

She had not been out on this particular investiga- 
tion longer than about three hours, when she came 
rushing ‘back to her headquarters with the informa- 
tion that the American people were not charitable. 
They had expected her to do an exhaustive piece of 
work, covering at least a week, but she insisted: that 
she needed no more time. She had called on the wives 
of the ten richest men in the city and had asked them 
for personal help, with unhappy results. 

It la too bad that such a sweeping generalization 
went abroad from so restricted an investigation.

If she had happened out at the University of Chi- 
cago, for instance, one night recently—if she had hap- 
pened out there any time, indeed, during the last 
month—she would have witnessed activities and would 
have encountered a spirit which would have led to 
one of those superlative statements common here in 
America to the effect that the people. of this country 


are the most charitabie in the world.

The authority for this statement is Miss 

Vogelsang herself, who is willing to go on 
record that she posed for each and every one of them. 
If it were not for this positive testimony one might 
be attempted to believe that different girls had sat for 
the pictures. But if a man “ought to know what he's 
said.” then a girl surely ought, to know when she’s

Furthermore, she will say that all of the pictures 
were made within the space of one short year.

But Miss Vogelsang’s words certainly did not make 
Clear how two such different pictures could be made 
of the same girl as the portrait by Miss Martha 
Baker and the photograph with the hat on by Zirn- 
bauer. It might be contended that, as the camera 
does not lie, the Franz Hals effect of Zirnbauer was 
a truer likeness than the beautiful conception of Miss 
Baker's. But this view could not be held by any 
one who knows Miss Vogelsang. The photograph 
must have recorded the way Miss Vogelsang looked at 
the moment it was snapped, and there is a likeness to 
ber apparent at all times. But it is not nearly so 
much like her, as she usually is, as the more deli- 
cate, refined girl captured by Miss Baker's. brush. 

That the camera can do queer things—even the 
same camera used by the same man on the same day— 
is proved by the three Zirnbauer pictures. The pen- 
sive, unsophisticated girl standing with finger on her 
chin, seems to have as little in common with the ultra- 
modefn subtle woman sitting by the window as she 
has with the Rabelaisean girl with her hatted head 
thrown back in laughter.

SOFIA, Bulgar . 2—A graphic chit 
of Bulgarian his showing its tps and 
down through 2,000 years would reveal two 
peaks of glorious eminence standing out 
sharply against a dead level of obscurity 
and .oppression, Today the curve is again 
climbing, with apparently nothing serious in 


‘sight to check its upward movement. 


‘Bulgarian history is, on the whole, more in- 


_teresting than Roumanlan and about as 


bloody. as Servian. Its history is so char- 
acteristic of the development of its people 
that without briefly passing it in review it 


‘is not possible to understand the Bulgaria of 
‘today. Bulgaria is not only the most striking 


of the truly Balkan states, but it is likely in 
the near future to become so important and 


powerful as to overshadow all the others. 


The keynote of Bulgarian character was 
expressed by Herodotus, who said: 

“If they were only ruled by one man and 
could only agree among themselves they 
would be the greatest of all nations.” Tue 
people whom Herodotus had in mind were 
not the Bulgarians of today, but perhaps 
the original stratum out of which Bulgaria 
sprang. They were of the Slavic group, 
though they have been called Thracians and 
Illyrians. Philippoplis, the old capital of 
what was known until recently as East 
Roumelia and now South Bulgaria, per- 
petuates the name of Philip of Macedon, who 
was the first to bring the wild tribes of the 
present territory of Bulgaria under subjec- 


tion. 
Un er the Sway of Rome. 

With the death of Alexander the Great, no 
more is heard of the people of Bulgaria until 
ay! were brought under Roman sway in 29 

C. The territory thus acquired and then 
5 tol as Moesia became the Dacia of Aure- 
lian. But Roman influence never penetrated 
deeply in Moesia, as it did in the present ter- 
ritory of Roumania. And to this fact, per- 
haps, may be ascribed the difference in the 


eulture of the Roumanian and the Bul- 


garian; one refined and luxurious, the other 
more vigorous and uncouth. After the time 
of Constantine, the Balkans became the 
scene of inroads of aliens, Goths, Huns, etc. 
Among these invaders were fresh waves of 
Slavs. 

In the seventh century came the Bulgari. 
Just who they were and whence they came 
is not definitely known, but the probabilities 
are that they, like the Magyars, were Asi- 
atics, and came from the Volga, and in lan- 

guage were of the. Ugrian or of the Turkish 
stock. These early Asiatics soon made their 
influence felt; they fought with the Emperor 
Heraclius. In 679 they emigrated from Bes- 
sarabia and established themselves on the 
south side of the Danube and in the present 
territory of Bulgaria, where they have since 


remained. 


They came as conquerors, but, like the Nor- 
mans in England, were absorbed by the ac- 
quired. They lost their speech and much of 
their culture to the Slavs. Bulgarians of to- 
day must be regarded as Slavs in both speech 
and culture, rather than Asiatics, Ne trace 


of their ancient language remains: little, if 


any, of their ancient culture, although the 
quality of mind they brought with them un- 
doubtedly had much influence on their suc- 
ceeding history. The original Bulgari, as 
contrasted with the Slavs whom they en- 
countered, were horsemen, ate meat, were of 
a cruel and fierce disposition, practiced 
polygamy, and had. aristocratic institutions. 
The Slavs fought on foot, lived chiefly on 
vegetables, were mén of peace, and their so- 
cial organization was democratic. 


Their Prowess in Battle. 

The Romans had great trouble with the Bul- 
garians, who accomplished in.the south what 
the Magyars did In the north and what the 
Turks were to do centuries later. The first 
name which shinee out is that of Krum, who 
captured Sofia and could boast the honor, as 
Gibbon says, which had hitherto been ap- 


‘propriated to the Goths, that of slaying in 


battle one of the successors af Augustus and 


Constantine.” 


o.avenge the capture of Sofia, Nicephorus 
crossed the Balkans, but his imperial army 
was annihilated and his skull fashioned.into 
a drinking cup. Krum even reached Con- 
stantinopie and among his prisoners was one 
who afterwards became the Emperor Basil I. 
Among Krum’s captives were many Chris- 
tlans. This marks the beginning of the con- 
version of the Bulgarians. 

Under the next Bulgarian prince, Boris I., 
Christianity was formally recognized, in 864. 
The two great apostles of Bulgaria at this 
time were Constantine and Methodius. To 
the former has been ascribed the invention 
of the alphabet known as the Cyrillic, so 
called from his adopted name, Cyril. A series 
of fortuitous circumstances led Boris to adopt 
the faith of the eastern rather than the west- 
ern church. Bulgaria has since remained of 
the Greek Oriental rather than of the Roman 
Catholic faith. Boris was the first Bulgarian 
national hero. 

We now come to the first really high peak 
in the chart of Bulgaria’s history. Under the 
Jeadership of Simeon, who had been. edu- 
cated at Constantinople and who began his 
reign in 927, Bulgaria entered upon a career 
which, according to Gibbon, gave her a rank 
among the civilized powers of the earth. 


Golden Age of Bulgaria, 
During his thirty-four years of rule, Bul- 
garia reached her golden age. Early in his 
career, Simeon had to contend with the Mag- 
yars under Arpad, who reached well into the

Now appears one Stephen Samuel, who be- 
tween- 976 and „beginning with ruling 
over Macedonia, with its capital at Sofia, 
soon restored some of the former glory of 
Buigaria. He removed his capital to an is- 
land in Lake Prespa and erected wonderfui 
churehes and a castie. His kingdom ex- 
tended toward the Adriatic and as far south 
as the present Capita! ot Albania. To the 
north it included Nish and Belgrade of Ser- 
via. But bis empire tell to pieces even more 
rapidly than he had gathered it. The Em- 
peror Boris II., still known as the Buigar 
slayer, on account of fis crueities, after gorty 
years of victories won largely by strategy, 
could boast that both Mast and West Bul- 
garia; both the empires of Samuel and of 
Boris, were dependencies of the Byzantine 
empire. This was the height of Byzantium in 
the Balkan peninsula. 

For 170 years beginning with 1018 Bulgaria 
Was practically part of the Greek empire. 
It was divided, but ruled by governors whose 
chief business was tax gathering The church 
alone remained free. Bulgaria did not Ne- 
cept Turkish dominion without a struggie, 
but the opposition she put forth was that of 
brigandage rather than of systematic war- 
fare. At this time the Kumanians, of Turk- 
ish stock, appeared in Bulgaria. Tue Al- 
banians likewise came to light for the first 
time, although they are perhaps among tae 
oldest of. Balkan peoples. 

The story of the rise of the second sul- 
garian empire begine with the name of Asén. 
His chance came with the corruption which 
had gradually crept into the Byzantine em- 
pire... Its army of mercenaries and aliens was 


the peope and its monarch was indolent and 
luxurious. Bulgaria from the Danube te the 
Balkans was soon free. Had not Asen fa}ien 
by an assassin’s hand he might have equaled 
Simeon's feat of dictating peace at Constan- 
tinople. 


Extends Sway to Servia. 


What Asén left undone was completed by 
Kalojan. Of a Kumanian mother, he was 
a true fighter and extended his’ sway to the 
Morava, in Servia. Like some of his prede- 
cessors, he felt hie glory to be incomplete 
until he had received a crown sanctified by 
the head of the church. He was crowned 
by the pope of Rome. At this time Constan- 
tinople was captured by the crugaders and 
Count Baldwin became emperor. Asen made 
overtures to him, but was contemptuously 
treated. The Greeks, to get rid of their 
new master, turned to the Bulgarians; and 
am a battle near Adrianople the Bulgarians, 
With the ald of the Greeks, destroyed the 
Franke, and the Emperor Baldwin became 
a prisoner. His fate is not known to this 
day. As Basil had been known as the Bulgar 
slayer, so Asen boasted that he would be- 
come the slayer of the Greeks, and his cruel- 
ties were characteristic of the times. He 
met his end at the hands of an assassin. 

Kalojan was followed by Boril, of whom 
it is said, “ His soul found sweet pleasure in 
shedding the blood of his countrymen.“ But 
his successor, Asen II., made up for much 
of the bloodthirstiness of his predecessor, 
for of him it was said that he had neither 
drawn his sword against his own country- 
men nor disgraced himself with the murder 
of the Greeks.” 

Under him the second Bulgarian empire 
reached ita height. It reached from the 
Black sea to the Adgean and the Adriatic. 
It included Bulgaria, much of Servia, all of 
Macedonia, and much of Albania. He was 
even suggested as a regent of the Byzantine 
empire. Under him Bulgaria was not only 
the first state of the Balkans but one of the 
great powers. And he nearly succeeded in 
uniting to bis the crown of the Ceesars. Tir- 
nova still ‘exhibits some of the ancient splen- 
dor it possessed as the capital of Asen II. 
He was a builder of churches and monas- 
teries, and under him all religious persecu- 


tion ceased. 


Becomes. Servian Dependency. 

What happened after the death of Asén II. 
is characteristic of the history of the Slavs. 
Within three months half of the empire was 
gone. The story which follows ts one of 
intrigue, in which women played an im- 
portant part. Out of the obscurity, how 
ever, is. one figure worth looking at. This 
is Michael, who became czar in 1828. Under 
him Bulgaria for a time nearly extended its 
territory to the Bosphorus. But seven years 
after his accession, near the present Bul- 
garian village of Kustindel the king of Ser via, 
Stefan, destroyed the Bulgarian army and 
Michael himself was slain. 

That was the last flicker of Bulgaria's light. 
That marked Servia's chance. For twenty- 
six years, until the death of Dushan, who 

styled himself the. czar of the Bul 
Bulgaria was a Servian dependency. The 
inion of the two Siav states, in spite of the 
‘disadvantage to Bulgaria, secured for them 
peace throughout the Balkans. The real 
wonder is that the millions of Slavs of the 
south never have been able really to unite 
in one compact state which would have en- 
abled them successfully to rid themselves of 
the Turks and to keep themselves free from 
the Hungarians. 

When the curtain goes up next the scene 
reveals the Turks in the background, and 
as one act of the drama succeeds another 
they make their way forward and finally 
occupy. the center of the stage. Bulgaria 
and Servia might have escaped Turkish 
tyranny had they made common cause with 
the Greeks to stay their progress, but Serwia 
was jealous of Buigaria and did not.
